The 
defendant alleged that he had not 
signed the note. The case proved to 
be very interesting from the point of 
view of the handwriting experts who 
testified and attracted considerable at- 
tention, the audience in the court 
room being much larger than is usual- 
ly seen during trial of civil cases. The 
testimony was not completed until 
Monday of this week.

The teacher of the present day is up 


against a reorganization of the public 
school system of the State of Penn- 
sylvania. 
That may mean very little 


at the present moment but when the 
laws are passed to put into force the 
reorganization, the effect will be al- 
most a revolution. The teacher who 
is stuck on the old ideals and old meth- 
ods, and who either can not or won't 
keep abreast of the educational trend 
of the limes, will be run over. 
It 


seems 10 be conceded (hat the Penn- 
sylvania school system is out-of-date. 
Only a year ago it was stated at an 
educational meeting in this place that 
Japan and (Jermany had public schools 
far superior to those of Pennsylvania. 
The School Commission of this state 
was 
authori/.ed 
for 
the purpose of 


si tidying the subject and reporting to 
a succeeding legislature and it is like- 
ly at the session of the legislature be- 
ginning in January, bills providing 
for groai and progressive changes in 
the school laws will be introduced and 
backed by the influence of the Public 
Instruction Department. The fight in 
the tommission over making manual 
training a part of the school curricu- 
lum will likely be transferred to the 
legislature and 
if manual 
training 


does not come in 1009 it will arrive 
at an early date. 
All this will prob- 


ably mean better paid teachers, but 
the demands upon the teacher will in- 
crease and the teacher of today to be 
equal to the emergency may be com- 
pelled to attend summer schools and 
university courses in order to be fully 
equipped for the 
f u t u r e demands of 


the school room.

Dr. Pearson says that he believes 


the outbreak is under control aud that 
there is no '.ccasion for general alarm. 
Tlio ni'Mgnant and dreaded fool and 
mouth disease, the European cattle 
plague has broken out in Momour aud 
XonhiTiiberlanil counties. 
It is said 


to be the lirst lime in the history of 
Pennsylvania that the plague is ever 
known to have been in ibis stale. All 
known infested herds are in rigid 
quarantine and a staff of veterinari- 
ans are searching for other infected 
animals. 
The outbreak is traced to 


a bull shipped recently from 
Buffalo 


to Danville. Pa. 


The disease causes an eruption of 


blisters in the mouth and about the 
hoof. It is accompanied in its early 
stages by high fever, great depression, 
lost appetite, lameness and loss of 
milk flow. In a week cows have been 
known to lose flesh until they are lit- 
tle more than skin and bone, and yield 
of milk in a dairy fell from GO gallons 
to 6 gallons daily. The disease is con- 
tagious and may be conveyed by ar, 
object that has come in contact with 
diseased animals, as fodder, straw, 
stable utensils, or on the hands, boots. 
clothing of persons handling the dis- 
eased cattle. Dr. Pearson states that 
the disease is communicable to man 
from using milk from infe-"ted cows 
and he advises every one in the Dan- 
ville district to boil all their milk and 
eat no raw meat.
